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1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-25 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Genske et al (U. S. Patent 4,778,697) for the reasons of record set forth in paragraph 4 
of the Office Action mailed October 28, 2002 (Paper No. 5). Further, in absence of 
showing otherwise, Genske et al's film deemed to be transparent and haze within the 
claimed range since none of the layer contains a pigments and/or filler. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed March 22, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. In reference to rejection of claims 1-25 under 35 USC § 103 (a) as 
being unpatentable over Genske et al (U. S. Patent 4,778,697), applicants continue to 
argue that in all of the disclosed embodiments, Genske et al uses high density 
polyethylene (HDPE) as part of an intermediate layer for securing heat-resistance as a 
retort package. Since HDPE has high crystallinity and great size of crystals when being 
molded as a sheet, HDPE sheets are translucent (slightly white). If a significant amount 
of a low density polyethylene were used by Genske et al for improving transparency, 
heat resistance would be deteriorated and the desired results would not be obtained. 
Further, applicants state that blends for intermediate layer mentioned in the Office 
Action have 50wt% HDPE and thus have translucent properties. 

These arguments are unpersuasive because all the blends indicated in the Office 
Action do not have 50 wt% HDPE, e.g. Examples 3, 18, 29 and 34 show 40 wt% HDPE, 
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Example 17 show 20 wt% HDPE and Example 20 show 50 wt% HDPE. Further, there is 
nothing on record showing that Genske et al's films of these Examples are translucent 
and haze value is higher than the claimed range of haze.
